Engineer's Report for 
February. 


‘The making up of the Avenue Ed- 
ward VII has been completed practically 
as far westwards as Shantuog Road 
and an impression may now be formed 
of the nature of the completed roadway. 

The western half of The Bund 
Bridge has been demolished and the 
two culverts are being extended out 
to the Whangpoo, each of the two 
Councils carrying out this latter work 
independently of each other. A com- 
mencement has been made on the 
of the tram rails in the Rue do 
Consulat from the Qaai de France to 
the Rue Montauban, this work having 
to be carried out before the existing 
rails can be removed in the same section 
on the Avenne Edward VII. 

Roads, —The ballasting and metalling 
of # 12-ft. strip which is being carried out 
in Zast Yalu Road from Wuchow Road 
to Chaotfoong Road has been completed 
as far eastwards »s Tungchow Road. 

A. short length of Urga Road im- 
mediately north of East Yalu Road has 
‘Leen ballasted and metalled for « width 
of 12 feet. 

Wuchow Road is being made up for 
irs foll width from East Yalu Koad to 
Sawgin Road, the carriagaway being 
constricted of chip paving laid on a 
lime conerete foundation, 

Hailar Road is being similarly made 
up from Wuchow Road to Urga Road. 

A cowwencement has been made 
on the ballasting and metalling of the 
full width of Hardoon Rvad from Great 
Western Road to Bubbling Well Road 
and of Annam Road west of Har- 
doon Road. 

Work on the widening and deviation 
of Great Western Road has been com- 
menced west of Seymour Road. 

‘The widening of the carriageway and 
the makiog a, of the footpath in 
Bubbling Well Road fronting the Bur- 
ington Hotel bas been completed, 

Drainage.—A 12-in, diameter sewer 
has been luid for s short length in Urga 
Road north of Eat Yalu Road. 

‘A 12-in, diameter sewer is being 
laid in Hardoun Road from Great 
‘Western Road to Bubbling Well Road. 





























The creek that runs slong the line of 
Chengtu Road trom Avenue Road tu 
‘Sinza Road is being replaced by « 
concrete egg-shaped sewer, 1-ft. 6-in. by 
1-ft. in size for part of the l.agth and 
2-ft. 3-in. by 1-ft, 6-in. for the remain 
ing length. 

"The relaying of the sewer in North 
Kiangse Road between the Soochow 
Creek and Tiendong Road has beep 
completed. 

‘A 3-ft. diameter culvert is being laid 
in Kiaochow Road fronting the premises 
of the Arts and Crafts Factory and the 
existing side ditch is being filled in. 

Bundings.—Good progress has been 
made during the month on the con- 
straction of the reinforced concrete 
banding in Markham Road. 

A timber bunding is being erected 
along the Soochow Creek fronting 
Cadastral Lota 4627 and 4628 Western, 
where the Mokansban Road joins the 
‘West Soochow Road. The work is 
being carried out under contract. 

New Central Offices. —The first hoor 
concrete is now finished and « portion 
of the main walls are up toa height of 
three feet above the first floor level. 

Thomas Hanbury School for Bovs.— 
Tenders have been received for the 
whole of the furnishing and fittings. 
The hearth tiles and mantel-pieces are 
now fixed. 

Sikh Gurdwara at Western Police 
Depot. —The roof trusses, boarding, felt 
‘and lathing have been fixed and plaster 
work is proceeding. 

New Hongkew Fire Station —The 
main walls are proceediog steadily 
towards the second floor level. 

Maternity Ward Extension. - Tiling, 
‘ete., bas proceeded steadily, The main 
entrance having been moved to the 
north side, the old main entrance and 
vestibule are being converted into a 
small operating room. 

Isolation Hospital— West Block.— 
‘The present dearth of Oregon Pine has 
dolayed the progress of the hea'iag 
chamber, owing to lack of center 
The remainder of the fenndations are 
completed. 

Wuchow Road Market.— The cev- 
tering of the roof has been removed and 
the drainage completed, while the con- 
crete floor work and the white-washing 
of the ceiling is in hand. 

Riverside Power Station Extension. 
—A matehed has bven erected and 60 
tons of steel for the raft of the Boiler 
House foundation have been stored in it. 
A temporary office shed is under con- 
struction, 

Delhi Road Sub-station The D- 
crete of the second, fluor is in position 
and the walls above this level are under 
construction. 

Tunechow Road Sub-station.— With 
the exception of the door, this station 
is practically completed. 

Markham Road Sub-station.— The 
reinforcement of the roof is in position 
and the constraction of the cable tren- 
ches on the gronnd floor is in band. 

Brenan Road Sub-station,—The 
louvres below the roof are under con- 
trnetion. 
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Fingchiao Quarry.— 1,348 fong of 
material was dispatched to the Public 
Works Department during the mvath.
